Mt. Lebanan, Cana, Jacob’s Well, 
Samaria—names for one’s imagina- 
tion to conjure with! And then Jeru- 
salem, the Holy City. Inside those 
walls the twelve apostles, Saint Paul 
and the others are all vibrant, living 
mortals. They travelled the same! 
roads. They journeyed around Lake 
Galilee. Christian history in the mak- 
ing! Mr. Morse rightly left us at a 
twilight service in the Garden of 
Gethsemane. — ,.

| What It Costs A 
New Yorker To Hunt 


In Massachusetts 


Massachusetts has a reciprocal ar- 
rangement with New York State in 
the matter of sportsmen’s licenses-— 
and since in New York state the fees 
for residents of Massachusetts are 
$5.50 for fishing only, $10.60 to hunt 
small game and $10.60 to hunt deer 
only, a Massachusetts man wishing 
to hunt deer in New York state could 
‘do so by taking out a deer hunting li- 
cense for $10.50. A Massachusetts li- 
cense at $2.75, however, covers all 
| kinds of fishing, so that if a New 
| York man wishes to either fish, hunt 
‘small game or deer in this state, he 
has to pay the same amount similar 
provileges cost him in New York, to 


wit, $26.50. There is a movement 
now on foot to rearrange present con- 
ditions so that they will be fairer to 
hunters who like to go into other 
states for their sport. 
‘Don’t Register 
Your Auto Falsely 


Gamers of automobiles who falsely 
register their ears from low-rate ter- 
ritories, thereby defrauding insurance 
companies of part of the premiums 
to which they are entitled under the 
compulsory automobile liability in- 
surance law, will be barred from ob- 
taining insurance from any company, 
and will not be able to register a mo- 
tor vehicle in this state.

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EDITORIAL 


“Higher federal taxes are sure.” 

This is the song politicians in Wash- 
ington are singing. 

With Congreas in session, there will 
undoubtedly be a flood of bills to ap- 
propriate millions of dollafs for new 
expenditures, on top of current oper- 
ating costs of government. Each pro- 
posed expenditure will require tax 
funds for final liquidation. 

This situation is gradually soaking 
in on the public mind. The voter is 
developing a tax consciousness. It is 
going to be constantly more difficult 
to convince the taxpayers that the 
cost of government cannot be reduced 
exactly as the cost of living and the 
cost of doing business have been re- 
duced. 

Take a tip, Mr. Politician—this is 
a poor time to try to increase any tax- 
es. Scratch your head to bring about 
a reduction — it will get you more 
votes. And this applies to our town 
as well as to the county, state and na- 
tional government. 


None of the Peace organizations in | 
Washington will assume the responsi- | 
bility for divulging comparative fig- 
ures on armies and armaments main- 
tained by nations, but after delving 
through the League of Nation’s year- 
books and other authoritative material 
we can offer these facts. 

The United States spent more mon- 
ey on armaments in 1930 than any' 
other nation, while China maintained | 
the largest army. The United States 
spent $707,425,000 for armaments | 
and has an army'of 189,374 men. The 
Chinese were able to keep their vast 
army of+1,607,400 on $94,291,650. 

Next in order both from size of 
army and expenditure ranks Soviet 
Russia with 700,000 men and an ‘ex- 
pense account of $578,942,707. 

Facts and figures for other coun- 
tries are as follows: 

France with 480,000 men, one-half 
in colonies, $466,960,000; British Em- 

ire, 526,072 men, $465,255,000;, 
taly, 230,000 regulars, 350,000 Fa- 
cist militia, $248,946,500; Japan 
210,800 men $236,861,500; Germany, 
100,000 men and unknown number of 
militia, $171,923,040. — The Tran- 
script, Athol, Mass.
